Perfect  Illumination 

In  the  making  of  Handel  Lamps, 
two  purposes  are  always  kept  in  view. 

First,  of  course,  comes  the  question  of 
illumination,  the  giving  of  sufficient  light  by  which  to  read  and  live 
Utility  must  precede  and  underlie  beauty. 

No  striving  after  artistic  effect  is  permitted  to  prevent  the  light 
from  shining  with  clear  and  steady  radiance,  with  restful  and  mel¬ 
low  glow.  The  main  purpose  is  to  produce  with  gas,  electricity, 
or  oil  the  softest  and  clearest  rays — light  which  will  not  tire  or 

afflict  the  eye. 


Beauty  and  Simplicity 

After  illumination  comes  beauty.  Here  the  underlying  motive 
is  to  have  a  lamp  which  will  light  up  beautifully  by  night  and 
harmonize  with  the  furnishings  of  the  room  by  day. 


These  illustrations  show  Handel  oil  lamps  The  tars  or  bases  are  hand  cast  metal, 
handsomely  finished  in  brass,  bronze,  or  copper.  The  bowls  have  a  graceful  fullness, 
perfect  in  form  and  proportion  The  colors  of  the  shades  b’end  beautifully.  The  im¬ 
proved  and  patented  shade  holder  makes  the  shades  easily  removable.  These  lamps  can 
be  fitted  with  an  adjustable  electric  attachment  so  that  they  may  be  used  with  either  oil 
or  electricity. 
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SUGGESTIONS  FOR  GOOD  LIGHTING 


The  first  essential  of  beauty  in  a  lamp  is  the 
shape  of  the  standard  and  of  the  shade.  What¬ 
ever  the  color  scheme  or  the  decorative  detail,  the 
form  and  proportions  must 
first  be  right  or  the  result  will 
not  be  pleasing. 
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On  page  eight  are  pictured  five  distinctive  Handel  electric  fixtures  for  the  living 
room,  dining  room,  den,  or  hall  The  large  hanging  shade  No.  5285  is  detachable  this 
practically  gives  two  separate  effects  in  one.  and  is  very  convenient  for  house  parties  or 
dances,  when  only  the  upper  lights  are  required  No  5308  and  5318  have  the  direct 
and  indirect  lighting;  in  either,  the  lighting  can  be  alternated,  using  the  bowl  lights  for 
subdued  effects  and  the  shade  for  the  main  illumination,  or  vice  versa  On  all  these  fix 
tures.  Brush  Brass  is  usually  employed  when  amber  effects  are  required  and  Verdegreene 
for  the  green  and  red  tones. 

Page  nine  shows  Handel  fixtures  in  arts  and  crafts  style.  The  designs  are  striking 
and  original,  the  workmanship  perfect.  The  copper  is  used  in  its  natural  state,  grad 
ually  darkening  with  age  to  a  rich  mahogany  tone.  The  glass  is  carefully  selected  to 

harmonize  with  the  metal 

A  selection  of  hanging  domes  for  either  gas  or  electricity  are  illustrated  on  pages 
ten  and  eleven.  For  dining  room  or  library,  these  domes  impart  beautiful  lighting  effects

When  upright,  they  make  an  excellent  table  light 
Nos.  5207,  5211  and  5212.  are  three  side  wall  fixtures  in  arts  and  crafts  style. 
The  dark  gleam  of  the  copper,  the  exquisite  cobring  of  the  glass,  and  the  strong  sim¬ 
plicity  of  die  design  make  them  thorough'y  artistic  and  richly  ornamental
